NAPOLEON AT ST. HELENA. 

The Story Belated by an Old Soldier-- 
How tibie. £m;^e5orT was Gaairded. 

A. corresponderifc; Qfj the London 
'Timefl' < has furnished the following 
statement, made hy William Chirk, 
now living ill Thotford, SulToIk: 

I waa born ou tbo 28th of Doceniber, 
1783, at Hoptoii, near Thetford iu 
SuH'olk. I eulietod ou tlio 8th of iMay, 
1810, in .Her Majesty'B Twentieth Reg- 
iment, then lying at Waterford. I 
joinotl the depot «t Newport, Isle of 
Wight. S(3vou thousftud men wore 
thou lying there. After bcvod inontiis 
at Waterford, wo wont from btatiou to 
station iu Ireland, ou au dtho 14th of 
February, 1818, wo wore Bcut to re- 
lievo tho Fifty-third Kegimeut, which 
had ficeompaiiied Napoleon to hi.s exile 
in St. I-Iolona. "\Vo arrived iu St. Hol- 
oua about tho 10th of iilay, 1818 nud 
remained there until about six months 
after the deatli of Napoleon, who died 
ou tho 5th of May, 18-21. Wo hud to 
lie ou the lloor, one bluukot to each 
man, which wo placed half under and 
half over us. Sir HiidHon Lowo re- 
fused tho petition of Colonel South to 
allow bedding — "thi.s would make 
them Bleep too Soundly." At guu-iiro 
(0 o'clock P. M.) the guard formed 
close guard. Guards, pickets and 
nil amounted at night to si.\ty-tlireo or 
si.\ty-four. Aboat a luilo froui our 
regular quarters wero threo guus at a 
point wo called Break-neck Valley. 
******** 

Sir Iludsou Lowe's quarters woro at a 
niilo aud a half's distance from Nap- 
oleon's. A Captain of tho Si.\ty -si.xlh 
or tho Twoutifith liegiuient was always 
blatioued iuHido Bouoy'n command; 
and it was his duty to see him once 
ovory day. Boiioy knew this was the 
caso, aud while ho would not report 
himself, ho would give him opportuu- 
itios of seeing him, unless he was 
sulky. Ho was very sulky aometimes 
— perhaps would not show hin^self for 
several days. The Captain ou tho 
watch would signal accordiugl}', aud 
after two or threo days Sir Hudson 
would conio ridiug up with hits stafi', 
ring the bell, and ask, "Where is 
Napoleon?" "In bis study." "Tell 
him I want him." Perhaps after a 
lime bo would show biniself, without 
coming to iho truvernor. 

At the beginuiiig of the year 1821 
Sir liudson uent Nupoloou orders to 
occupy four rooms which woro com- 
pleted in tho new State Prison. Nap- 
oleon, with hia Generals, came and 
looked at tho apartment, and said (as 
was reported), "I am ordered by 
Hudsou to occupy this placo, but I 
will never live a day in it." He re- 
turned to his old quarters, aud tho 
next day reported himself sick to Dr. 
Arnott, the physician of our (Twen- 
tieth) regiment. He was never 8(?en after- 
wards by any guard or sentry, never, in 
fact, came out from his house again till ho 
was lirouglit out to liis grave, a mile end 
a iialf distant, perliap'- rather niore, from 
his house. Al^ioutonant of our reginiont. 
(Lieut. C'oniior) , and a Sergeant under 
him, commanded the funoral party. The 
body was laid in n shell of tin, this placed 
in a leaden coffin, tbis in a mahogany 
eoflln, covered with snporflne bliok elotli, 
Mr. JJarliu (storekeeper) told nio that 
1,000 yards of black cloth, v.iliied at a 
guinea a yard, wen? em[doy('(l to drape 
Iho threo weeping willows wliicli wero at 
tho spot at which he had requested to bo 
buried. The small spring at wdiich he 
procured his drinking water was at the 
Hsme spot. A. Chinamen had been em- 
ployed at 51 a day, too fetch each morn- 
ing two silver goblets of this watiM-, hold- 
ing a pint and a half each. Tho whole 
(Uirrison was iu attendance at the funrral. 
All had passed through his chamber pre- 
viouely as he lay iu Btate. 

Boney was the fattest man I ever saw ; 
the calves of his legs, and hi'* cheeks loo, 
you might soo tlioin .shake as ho was walk- 
ing, and yet ho had not the ruddy , healthy 
look, our ]ieo])lo had. Ho would carry a 
s'ick, aliont as tliicli as my walking-.'-tick, 
with an iron spoil at the end, and if ho 
saw a weed he would always spud it up. 
anywhere he wont. I'^our nights oat of 
seven I went on sentry, and would f.dl 
asleep Jwhilo walking and stray on tlio 
path; and then my hair woiiid stand on 
end with fright and lais,' my cap, foi- I 
knew if 1 were cauglit napjiin;: 1 \\ > s .^afe 
for 300 lashes. 1 have heard iicn say tliat 
their sufferings from want of rest in St. 
Helena wero moro trying to thom than 
the hardshipK of aciimi)aign. 

Najioleim.died on the ,")th of :May, l!^2\ . 
Two priests ^\■| re in atlendaie'e. We who 
had to litt the l^ody '.vore not allowiai to 
touch the ccdlin until a priest had sjiriuk- 
leu UH with holy water. Wo started at ?> 
o'clock. Tho colUu was very heavy. We 
carried it six at a time, and the men that 
wore the lowest down in carrying him 
Hull'ered all tho punishment. 1 was one of 
those. All tho garriaon was assembled 
about the l'hii[)eror's quarters ami follow- 
ed him to the graven, tlio hands idaying a 
dead march. It '.vas reported tliat Nap- 
oleon had requested to bo buried with 
the honors of royalty, twenty-one gucs; 
hut the Govi rnor ordered nineteen guns 
to bo lirod, tho numhor nssigned to a 
general. Wo carried the body where a 
cart with o.'ion could not go; but iu cor- 
tain parts of the distaiico the nuui were 
r'.tiovod, nnd tho iiody drawn upon a cart. 
The Itoman Catholic priests who had 
been in attendance oi^bim conducted Ibo 
funeral service. Tho actual funeral look 
place about I*. M. Niiii! or ton of iw 
iiad been employed for tlirci^ davs in ex- 
cavating iu the rock a cin ily si'ven fe"t 
deep and eight feet square. 'I'ho rock 
was blasted, aiul where tlie Jiowdt.-r had 
mado tho sides uneven it was tilled in, and 
tho cavity smoothud all round. In the 
cavity tiius made by Hapjiers and miners, 
as''isted by my own labor and tlmt of 
others, llagstones were inserleil in the 
rook and formed into a ensn or box, which 
received tho case or colUn. Tho collin was 
covered over with a larg'o llagHtoiio, ami 
tho four corners w oro bin-ed aud littcd in 
with the rubble and leveled, an^.a mOund 
rcsonihling a common grave raised above 
it. An iron palismliiif,' was placed round, 
and Hontry kept it over it night and day 
until nil tho troops wero withdrawn. 
Thoy were gradually withdrawn and our 
regiment left six mobtbs after the funer- 
al. _

whatever his ordinary feooupafciou, was v 

quired to havo arms, and *-c i.irry thorn 
ou occasion; and oir Hudson Lowo from 
time'to-timo, at inti>rvals of a month or 
six-weeks, would require thom to muster 
in a body. The Duke of lloioliHtadt was 
at this time in Amorica, and tho idea was 
that tho poseibilily of a rescue might bo 
attempted from that (]iiarter. Tho Coii- 
quorer, of Hovonly-four guns, waa in tho 
harbor and kept guard there. Two sloops 
of war were always cruising round. A 
circuit of perhaps tluee-quurlers of a milo 
was assigued to Napoleon, and ho ocea- 
sioniillv, though rarely, mado au excur- 
sion. There was a sentry at ovory twenty 
paces all round the house, when, afteV 
guu-liro; thoy wore brought nearer. Some- 
timoa Napoleon's horses would bo brought 
to his door fnlly^caparisoned, but ho very 
Holdom-THounted the'S: Hia long Hessinn 
boots were .stuck in tho stirrups. Tho 
Generals, bin friends, if thoy wished to 
pat,H thu boundary nnd ontur tho town 
(about throo-quartors of a iiiilo from Bo- 
noy's qnarlorH) wore ni^eompanied by a 
sentry of tho Twenly hrst Light f)ra- 
goons, or, if on foot, by any soldier ap- 
pointed to tbo duty. 

1 believe if ever a man died broknn- 
lioai'lud it was Boiiov. ilo had boon low- 
spirited, ami Imil not taken liis usual ex- 
e.vciso for romo time before ho was order- 
ed to take nj) his quarters in tlio now 
State prison. To bo suro, it bad th(> mimo 
of a prison; but I saw inlo the drawing- 
room ftud dining-room; and' thoy wero 
beautiful. It was built by tho Hnppors 
and miners nnd by 400 Chinamen, and 
thoy were all of dilVeront trades. Mr. 
Darlaii told nio that Najioleon left tlio 
funeral party 1,000 francs; but Sir Hud- 
sou Lowe said it was moro than ho darod 
do to grant it. Napoleon also would havo 
given to each man of our regiment a gold 
chain to hold his picker and. brush, but 
wo were not permitted to accept it..
